The Burley Tobacco Society suhs 
-Mr. Arnold for breach of contract. It 
Is alleged that Arnold pooled hi* to- 
bacco, thereby contracting not to sell 
it, but that he did sell it to the damage 
of the pool. 

Mr. Arnold, however, contends that 
the pool broke its contract with him 
thereby releasing him from obliga- 

One of the various instances which 
Mr. Arnold cites of a breach of con- 
tract is in the matter of the warehouse. 
The warehouse, under the contract was 
to be ready ta a certain time. It was 
not ready, then, he alleges, nor was it 
ready until a long time thereafter. 

A good deal of feeling has been 
caused among tobacco raisers by suits 
of this kind, and even the strongest 
pool men are serious In their criticism 
of Clarence Lebus, president of the 
society.— Danville Messenger.
